Many peopic look into the sky and doubt 
intelligent life exists elsswhere. For John 
Kasher, i’snottheintelligentlife thatdocsn’t 
cxist, it’s the doubt that doesn’t exist. 

Kasher, a pliysics professor at UNO, has 
had his cyes on the skies for years. 

“T’ vealways been interested in astronomy 
and UFOs,” Kasher said. “But I’ve been 
studying it intensely for the last five years.” 

Kasherhas been theNebraska State Direc- 
tor for the Mutual UFO Network (MUFON), 
an intemational organization that studies 
UFOs, for almost a year. 

“It has about 4,000 members, with maybe 
200-300 people withPh.D.sindifferentfields 
asconsultants, soit’ sapretty good group,”"be 
said, 

Kasher'’s prominence in the area of the 
unexplained gamered an interview on the 
nationally-syndicated show “Sightings,” a 
program exploring supematural phenomenon. 

_ “Harry Jordan is the assistant state direc- 
tor and we had reecived a film the space 
shuttle Discovery took when it was in orbit,” 
Kashessaid. “We had beenexaminingitfora 
whole year before to figure out what was 
going on. Fox network heard about it and 
decided they wanted to feature that particular 
set of cvents. So they started looking into 

‘some documents, requesting investigations, 
4 and in one they mentioned Harry Jordan’s 

3! name. He gave the tapes tome, and when Fox 
network called him, he told them about me. 

They called me and we set up an interview at

“We did an hour intervicw here and 
then they flew me out to Paramount Stu- 
dios in Los Angeles later for a follow-up 
interview.” 

The show originally aired on Sept. 25 
and was repeated Dec, 18. 

Although Kasherdocsn’tsayhie’sactu- 
ally seen a spaceship from another planct, 
he sald he has scen unidentified fying 
objects, . 

“T have scen things that I think are not 
explainableintermsofthingsonthisearth,” 
he said. “They were lights in the sky and 
since I know astronomy, I can tell what 
plancts, comets, and constellations are— 
itdidn’tfitanythinglikethat. Anditwasn’t 
an airplane.” 

Kasher is not alone in what he wit- 
nessed, He said many of bis friends and 
acquaintances in Omaha have seen unie 
dentified ebjects, notjust lights. Kasheris 
quick tosay people who relate such occur- 
rences should not be dismissed as crazy. 

Amidatl the sightings and fears gener- 
ated by UFO talk during the 1950s and 
60s, Kasher said he believes the govern: 
ment has not been up front about visitors 
from outer space. 

“There is a government cover-up; it’s 
nota matter of whether it’s there or not,” 
Kasher said. “It’s an established fact, a 
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matter ofcourtrecord hatihe government” |

Groups housed by the Student Center will meet with 
members of an architectural team Feb. 3-4 to discuss what 
changes need to be made in the building, 

“We're trying tosolicitas much inputas possible from as 
many groups as possibleas to what they percelveto beneeds 
inthe Student Centerandforthecampus,” sald Guy Conway, 
director of the Student Center, 

Architects from Avantand Abend/Singleton Association 
will hold a series of meetings with various groups, faculty 
and students to find out their needs in the expansion plan of 
the Student Center. 

“The intention is, by soliciting the input, we can find out 
what needs to go im the addition, what’s in the existing 
building that needs to be worked on or moved around or 
changed or whatever,” Conway sald. “From there we can 
determine how much it would cost to do alll that.” 

Conway said he hopes all the information will be col- 
lected before spring break. It will then be put together and 
prescnted in March or April to those housed by the Student 
Center for review. The needs will then be presented to the 
NU Board of Regents. If it is approved, construction will 
begin in 1994 and the building will be completed in the fall 
of 1995, Conway said. 

Because the Student Center is home to many different 
groups, Conway sald, there are more people involved in 
deciding what the building needs, 

“Because of the unique aspect of the Student Centex, 
we're talking probably tomore people, more differentkinds 
of people than we would for mest buildings. 

“If they were just going to build a classroom, we prob- 
ably wouldn't talk to all the people we're talking to. But all 
the peopte we're talking to usc this building every day,” be 
said, i 

The addition will be funded primasily by student activi- 


ties fees, but also by income generated by the building, 
Conway sald. 
“Wedon’t getany state moncy for this operation, and we 
would not be going to the Legislature or the university 
budget to ask for money.”

(CPS) —» While campus crime rates are 
increasing, they remain lower than overall 
statistics for the United States, according 
toareport by the International Association 
of Campus Law Enforcement Administra- 
tors, 

Meanwhile, the FBI reported its firstdata 
available on the number of hate crimes for 
1991. Although thereis nobreakdownin the 
teport by age or locality of attacks, some 
college newspapers have teported an in- 
crease in bate crimes on campuses and local 
communities, 

The campus crime survey wasconducied 
at colleges and universities that are 
members of the law enforcement assocla- 
tion. The institutions represent only 13 per- 
centofall U.S. colleges anduniversities, but 
40 percentofall college students. There was 
no breakdown of specific crimes. 

The number of campus crimes increased 
during the past three years. According tothe 
report, violent crimes made up 3 percent of 
the crimes reported on campuses in 1991, 
and property crimes made up the remaining 
97 percent. Violent crime on campuses rose 
12.4 percent from 1989 to 1990 and 5 per- 
cent from 1990 to 1991. 

The association said there were 71.8 vio- 
fent crimes — murder, rape, robbery or

The FBI, meanwhile, reported there were 
4,558 hate crimes reported in 32 states that 
kept statistics on such crimes in 1992. 

“While these initial dataare limited, they 
give us our first assessment of the nature of 
crimes motivated by bias in our sccicty,” 
FBI Director William Sessions sald. 

Intimidation was the most frequent hate 
crime, followed by damage ordestructionef 
property, simple assault, aggravated assault 


and robbery. Murder, rape, arson and other . 


crimes each accounted for 1 percent or less 
of the total, 

Racial bias motivated a majority of the 
reported crimes, with religious bias second 
endsexual-orientation bias third. Hatecrimes 
against African-Americans accounted for 
the highest percentage, while anti-white and 
anti-Jewish times followed.

First, Bo 
Goldman’ ssercenplay includesasappy conclusion that wrests 
away much of its intensity. Second, Pacino’s shamelessly 
overstated performance becomes so exorbitant at times it 
pulls one’s attention away fom the film. 

Pacino, one of America’s finest actors, in this film can’t 
decide ifhe has a New York accent ora Southem accent. It’s 
amannered, flamboyant, stagey performance that often fails 
toring true. 

‘There are some splendid scenes in “Scent of a Woman,” 
though. For example, the scene in which Slade (played by 
Pacino) teaches a beautiful young woman the tango is a 
Stunner, as is the scene in which the conflict comes to a 
potentially tragle climax. Both actors shine in this scene, 
masterfully creating powerful degrees of bath tension and 
emotion, as we watch this gripping confrontation unfold, 

Although one can admire “Scent of a Woman” for its 
thought-provoking theme of a man coming (Co terms with 
unacceptably painful realities, its close almost scems written 
by aless sophisticated playwright, spewing pathos and trans- 
forming itself into a mountain of mawkishness. 

The usually superb Al Pacino has offered movie-goers 
some of the screcn’s most memorable performances. But for 
those considering “Scent of a Woman,” this is Chris 
kaa Giim, and for his performance, it’s well worth 
seeing.

Ascanbe predicted, Van Damme rescues 
her — and her neighbors — from the evil 
developers’ heinous attacks, all the while 
falling madly in love with her. 

in dhe course of all these violent goings- 
ons, Sam makes a few enemies to be sure, 
among them the nasty developers who come 
to perceive him as a major obstacle, and the 
well-intended but corsuptible sheriff who 
just happens to be in love with Arquette as 
well. He allows himself to be swayed in 
ofder that he, too, may beat up on the hero. 

“Nowhere to Run” offers a few sweet 
moments amongits pervasive violence, such 
as Rosanna’s yearning for her lost husband 
of the conviction of her son (beautifully

But “Nowhere toRun” incorporates more 
than its share of down-in-the-dirt, nasty, 
blood-spurting, body-parts-hemorshaging 
violence to a point that becomes not only 
preposterous but flagrantly exploitative as 
well, It actually diminishes the intensity of 
itsoccasional moments of genuine suspense 
by its distracting inclusion of ludicrous, cx- 
cessive, repetitive moments of exorbitant 
bloodshed.

The talents of the enormously skiliful 
Rosanna Arquette, so wonderful in such films 
as “Baby, It’s You” and “Desperately Seek- 
ing Susan,” seem somehow squandered here, 
and it’s embarrassing to witness her having 
to remove her clothes unnecessarily in the 
film’s requisite love scene. 

And Van Damme makes a credible hero, 
even in some of the film’s quieter moments, 
such as one evening, when he becomes, un- 
expectedly, therecipientofa warm hug from 
the little boy. 

“Nowhere to Run” is not without merit, 
such as the performances of Kicran Culkin 
and an absorbing tale. But what might have 
been a commendable effort and a credible 
work instead makes its way to the not-sa- 
hallowed-halls of the blood-hurtling, fight- 
oe heap of not terribly praiseworthy 
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Whentbolifehas goncoutofyournightlife, 
tum to a game,
